Later, Mr. Behm resigned the Presidency. By unani- 
mous vote the Executive Committee elected Mr. 
William S. Eldridge, Central High School, Philadelphia, 
to fill the vacancy. Mr. Eldridge served from October 
31 tothe Annual Meeting, in May, 1932. 

The Report of the Committee on Resolutions, pre- 
sented by its Chairman, Professor Ernst Riess, of 
Hunter College, New York, New York, was unani- 
mously adopted, as follows:

By action of the Executive Committee Professor 
Knapp was elected as Delegate from The Classical 
Association of the Atlantic States to the Council of 
the American Classical League. 

The meeting was in many ways very interesting and 
very successful. The sessions were held in a pleasant 
room in which the voices of the speakers carried very 
well. A good many persons participated in discussions 
of the various papers. Their contributions to the dis- 
cussions were always in good taste and in good temper, 
and were also helpful. Several persons remarked to 
me that the amount of discussion at the meeting far 
exceeded that at the meetings of the American Philo- 
logical Association. The significance of this remark 
will be made clearer if I go on to point out that several 
of the papers were the result of serious efforts on the 
part of the writers to make a definite contribution to 
classical scholarship. 

It remains to give the substance of the Report of the 
Secretary-Treasurer.

The Twenty-Fifth Annual Meeting of The Classical 
Association of the Atlantic States was held on May 6-7, 
1932, at the Central High School, Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. In view of the financial condition of the 
country, there had been some concern as to whether 
the meeting would be successful. Successful it was, by 
any measurement of the successive meetings of the 
Association. The attendance was good, both in itself 
and by comparison with that at other meetings. Over 
130 persons registered. Others who attended did not 
register. Especially satisfactory was the number of 
those who came from places somewhat distant from 


Philadelphia. A spirit of good fellowship prevailed 


throughout.

By unanimous vote of the Executive 
Committee the Dinner was omitted for this year; it was 
felt that, under existing circumstances, it was better 
not to hold a subscription dinner, whose price would 
inevitably, in a large city, be high. 

The subscription luncheon on Saturday was thor- 
oughly enjoyed by all who attended.

It appeared to your Committee that the present year 
is a most inauspicious time to appeal for funds for such 
a purpose, good as it would be, or, indeed, for any 
purpose other than the relief of suffering. 

Your Committee, however, feels strongly that due 
recognition should be given to the quarter-centennial 
of an Association which stands firmly for the type of 
cultural education believed by your Committee and, it 
is hoped, by all members of the Association to be the 
best and highest and most widely useful. 

Your Committee, therefore, presents the following 
resolutions: 

Whereas The Classical Association of the Atlantic 
States has fiourished for twenty-five vears under a 
succession of able officers and under the efficient Secre- 
tary-Treasurership, throughout, of Professor Charles 
Knapp, therefore be it 

Resolved That The Classical Association of the At- 
lantic States offer its warm thanks to all those who, for 
varying periods, have served as Officers of the Associ- 
ation; and be it 

Resolved That The Classical Association of the At- 
lantic States express to Professor Knapp in particular 
its high appreciation of his unselfish and courageous 
devotion to its interests, as well as of his unremitting 
labor, often at sacrifice of his personal interests, in the 
editorship of THe CLAssicAL WEEKLY. And be it 
further 

Resolved That The Classical Association of the At- 
lantic States congratulate Professor Knapp on the lofty 
standards he has maintained in the selection and editing 
of papers to be printed in THE CLASsICAL WEEKLY, 
securing the rare combination of scientific accuracy and 
keen interest. In this editorial work he has deliberately 
chosen to devote his talents and learning to a periodical 
which should contribute to the progress of a great 
cause rather than to apply his energies to the pro- 
duction of works of permanent value to classical 
scholarship and to his own reputation and profit (self- 
sacrificing scholarship is sufficiently noteworthy to 
merit emphatic commendation), and, finally, be it

In his book, Sculptured Portraits of Greek States- 
men, Dr. Suhr exploits the extremely interesting, but 
decidedly difficult, portraits of Greek 
statesmen (the term is broadly interpreted) from the 
likenesses that down to the 
latest of the Diadochoi. He him-

Is Sculptured Portraits of Greek Statesmen a ‘disser- 
tation’ pure and simple, or is it a more pretentious 
contribution to scholarship? Dr. Suhr, 
(v-vii), employs the word ‘‘dissertation”’ 
the character of his study; but he also goes further and 
advances claims to achievement that are 
compatible with the scope of an investigation usually so 
modest in nature as a dissertation is. Judged as a 
dissertation, the book is a good one. The author has 
demonstrated his ability to handle the tools of scholar-

During the first two- 
thirds of the book his style is quite unformed, and 
solecisms such as (6) ‘“‘a des-ription and illustration 
may be found in most <sic!> any handbook of sculp- 
ture. .."’, (23) ‘‘that <= ‘whether’ > this base supported 
a statue or a herm has been strongly debated. . .’’, (36) 
‘*” Only an inscribed base herm has come to light. . .”’, 
all too frequently astonish and annoy the reader. In one 
place, Dr. Suhr confuses the various uses of the English 
word with disastrous results (xii, in con- 
junction with note 3 to the same page). This lack of 
mastery of the language not infrequently leads him 
into the paths of obscurity, the utterance of half- 
truths, and even into complete error’. It is unfortunate, 
I think, that the author did not see 
whole once he felt himself getting the proper 
he eventually does—of the English idiom. 

It would have been better, too, if Dr. Suhr had 
chosen to pay more heed to the sculptured portraits

intricate but lucid illustrations; the fine evaluation, 
on the part of Veith, of Caesar’s military efficiency 
(the murder of Veith by brigands in Armenia during the 
completion of this enterprise was a sad loss to scholar- 
ship); and v. Nischer’s sketch of the frontier defenses. 

I might very well pause here, without stressing some 
of the slight blemishes, but, since the present volume is 
certain to hold the field for many years, and will soon, 
no doubt, need a second edition, I venture to suggest a 
few things which might well, in my opinion, be con- 
sidered during the revision. 

The illustrations could be far more easily found and 
referred to if they should be collected at the end of the 
entire work, or even at the end of each major section, 
instead of being presented, on no discoverable prin- 
ciple, in three different places. In this connection it 
might be noted that the selection of a four-horse chariot 
for representation (Figure 15) might give a false im- 
pression that this, rather than the two-horse chariot, 
sarliest, or at least a very early, type of war- 
chariot. The old wood-cuts of Plate 8 are quite out of 
keeping with the rest of the illustrations. The German

The references to the literature would be more help- 
ful should they be brought down to date. It is dis- 
concerting to see Bergk and Crusius cited for the 
fragments of old poets: Diehl'* should have been used. 
The date of ‘the latest edition of Aeneas’ <Tacticus> is 
given as 1884, despite Schéne’s superb text of I9II 
(the only authoritative edition)’, not to mention my 
own text (with a considerable number of new readings) 
of 1923*. Hunter's elaborate text and commentary of 
1927, which appeared only one year before the work 
under review, might not yet have reached the authors. 
No edition at all of Asclepiodotus is cited, although the 
name of that author occurs; there is not even a mention 
of the really important author Onasander, or of any of 
the early Byzantine treatises; G. Gilbert, instead of Bu- 
solt®, is cited for the Athenian and Spartan military 
institutions. Even more surprising is the citation of 
the first edition of Gilbert’s first volume (1881) rather 
than of the enlarged and improved second edition 
(1893). Krumbacher'’s famous work® is referred to in 
the first edition (1891) rather than in the second 
edition (1897), which is more than twice as extensive.

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graphical matter was, I confess, a mystery to me until 
I compared the corresponding sections in Bauer's 
monograph, published in 1893 (see above), of which 
this takes the place; then it was immediately clear. 
Professor Kromayer has followed Bauer at times very 
closely. He generally condenses and abbreviates 
Bauer, but he frequently takes over from him entire 
sentences, or even paragraphs (compare the second 
paragraph of Kromayer, 11, with the second para- 
graph of Bauer, 276). This is the more surprising since 
Bauer’s work is not even mentioned in the general 
bibliography (17); it appears for the first time, I 
believe, in a polemical footnote on page 26. Indeed, 
Bauer is seldom referred to at all except in unfavorable 
criticism. A little more precision in attribution for 
this part of the work, and a thorough revision of the 
bibliographical sections might well be considered in a 
new edition. A scholar so original and competent as 
Professor Kromayer has shown himself to be in his 
many works, and especially in his monumental Antike 
Schlachtfelder’, certainly need not have thus carelessly 
used older work; he could so easily have done very 
much better on the basis of his own knowledge and 
judgment. 

Some of the earlier portions of Veith’s sketch of 
Roman antiquities would profit, also, by a revision 
which would be a little more skeptical of Livy, and 
hesitate to build quite so elaborate hypotheses upon 
the fragments of later antiquarians. The views of v. 
Nischer seem a little too theoretical at times, but it 
would lead quite too far afield to take up any of these 
points in detail. Still, in one small matter I should like 
to voice a respectful protest. I refer to Professor 
Kromayer’s time-wasting practice of citing Ammianus 
Marcellinus by book and chapter, and not also by 
section; many of the chapters in Ammianus are ex- 
tremely long, covering several pages. The indices are 
only fair; they are far from being as complete as I 
should wish, and would, I believe, be more useful if they 
were combined into one. 

But these and similar negative comments that 
might be made must not blind anyone to the fact 
that we have here a solid piece of competent scholar- 
ship destined to remain standard for decades.
